He claimed 
that in two years by- diligent 
effort, this Branch had accom- 
plished a goal, which many oth- 
er Associations did not accom- 
plish in 15 years work., The 
fact that a uniform container 
had been adopted for celery, 
and equal national rail rates 
set up from all produce grow- 
ing and shipping areas meant 
a great savings to growers and 
shippers. 

Mr. Clause also cited that cer- 
tain barriers which had been 
existing between the rail car- 
riers and the produce men, had 
been much mellowed, and that

Supreme Court Makes 
Ruling On Intangible

A decision made by the Flori- 
da Supreme Court, is to the ef- 
fect that the State is entitled to 
collect intangible taxes on mort- 
gages held by non-residents, and 
this ruling may net the state a 
half million in collections. 

In this case the United States 
Sugar Corporation and the Paul 
S mii. Contracting company, 
had/sepérite suits, asking for 
recoveryuwot $5,000 and $1,100 
which claims were denied. 

These companies had given 
mortgages to out state insur- 
ance companies on Florida hold- 
ings. The companies paid the in- 
tangible tax when they filed 
mortgages, and charged it back 
to the loan account as costs.

Chief of Police Charles Good- 
lett, Deputy Sheriff Frank 
Connell, Road Patrolman Wi 
ton Sheffield and Constable 
Ray Whitlock law- officers of 
the Glades:section have a se- 
vere and legitimate complaint 
to make against the public, e: 
pecially those who make it 
practice of running to fire or 
accident calls. 

They complain that motorists 
pank their cars, so that police 
or ambulances cannot get to 
the scene of the call which 
greatly hinders the work of the 
Officers and the relief crews, 
and congetst the highway traf- 
fic. 

An instance of this kind oc- 
[cured gn Sunday afternoon at 
the car collision on the North 
Main street road, where there 
were two wrecked cars, and a 
number of people lying strewn 
on the ground. Neither police 
or ambulance people could get 
to the location, because of idle 
traffic congestion. Much time 
was lost in getting the injured 
into the ambulances and on their 
way to the hospital, because 
the wagons could not get in and 
[out of the spot.

approaches bearing a red light 
on the front, it means that all 
cars get off to the side, and give 
right of way car, for the red 
light indicates that it is making 
an emergency run. The blowing 
of police, fire and ambulance 
horns or bells, is also a signal 
for a free roadway. 

At fires curious spectators 
ars accustomed to jam up the 
roadways so that fire trucks, 
police cars and ambulances, are 
unable to get into the location 
of the fire, and retarding there 
may mean loss of life and seri- 
ous fire damage.

Rain Damages 


Leaf Crops 1076 


Approximately 4.000 Acres Of 
Beans Affected South Bay 
North Around Lake 


One oldtimer says, "In 23 
years here and hereabouts I've 
never seen a wet Christmas be- 
fore"; the weather bureau sta- 
tistics bear this out. 

Nevertheless, in these times 
of the “unusual” the rain came 
and it did damage; the extent of 
the damage while acute to indi- 
viduals is not-as far-reaching 
in the whole Glades as casual 
observation might indicate. 

A "guestimate" of the bean 
acreage—and its made by the 
most informed persons in the 
Glades—goes about like this: 
Canal Point to Runyan had 
about ‘2000 to 2500 acres of 
beans, 1,000 acres of which was 
just recuperating from a body 
blow of the recent frost, and a 
75 to 85 percent damage was 
reported: Runyan to South Bay, 
about 1,000 acres with a 50 to 
60 percent damage: from South 
Bay west there seems to be 
about 1,000 acres, with a 10 per- 
cent or less damage. 

It is estimated that 40 to 50 


percent of the total acreage was 
planted on lands which normal- 
ly are not considered winter 
bear land—the boys were simp- 
ly “Shooting a wad" on the 
weather, 

Leaf crops—celery, escarole, 
romaine, ‘cabbage, chicory, and 
radish,—were damaged 10 to 
15 percent with celery and cab- 
bage receiving the lesser dam- 
age. 

Potatoes, the majority of 
which are in the ground will 
suffer damage only if allowed 
to remain until the soggy land 
causes scab or rot to set in, 

A majority of the beans af- 
fected were scheduled to har- 
vest from January 15th on to 
February 15th; many will be 
replanted with a good harvest 
around February. 20th to March 
1st, if Old Man Weather allows. 

Reports give the rainfall as 
follows to Monday morning; 
Clewiston to So. Bay 1.5 to 267 
inches, South Bay 3.24, Runyan 
4.99 inches, Pahokee 7.95, Peli- 
can Lake 8.55 and Bryant 6.26. 
The Everglades Experiment Sta-

Dicriminatory Taxes 

When the war excise taxes were put into effect, 
said that they would be repealed six months after t 
hostilities, Yet they are still in effect, and are still acting as a 
burden on the consumer and a brake on business 

The taxes apply to a considerable list of commodities and 
services, many of which are not luxuries under any reasonable 
interpretation of the term, The primary reason for their ena 
ment was to reduce civilian purchasing in time of war. That 
reason no longer exists, and there can be no valid excuse for 
continuing this drag on the economy. 

A concerted campaign is now underway in 
of the levies at this session of Congress. It is 
principal associations of retailers, includ 
dependent groups, and by many manufacturers, It is also sup- 
ported by labor unions, which realize that these taxes discourgae 
buying and so preven} employment. The CIO, at its 1948 Con- 
stitutional Convention passed a formal resolution urging “that 
all excise taxes not regulatory in charscier be repealed.”

Levee L-8, estimatéd to cost 
$2,262,000, extends from the 
West Palm Beach Canal from
